Darrow admitted he was in « 
unique position when he stood up to 
argue his own innocence and to de- 
clare that the prosecution was but a 
part of the gigantic effort of the east- 
ern steel manufacturers to destroy his 
ability to strike back on behalf of 
organized labor. — 

He attacked the attaches of tne 
District Attorney's office and bitter- 
ly assailed and maligned Fredericks, 
Ford and Lawler, either directly or by 
inference. He abused Ford in a way 
that weakened his own case. Anton 
Johannsen wept as Darrow spoke of 
the cause he represented. Scores of 
Socialists occupied seats in the court- 
room and there were frequent faint 
bursts of applause which were si- 
lenced .by the bailiffs. 

GREAT CROWD. 

There-was a tremendous crush in 
front of the courtroom long before 
the opening hour of the afternoon ses- 
sion. It had beeh announced that 
Darrow was to speak and hundreds 
filled the corridors on the eighth floor 
of the Hall of Records shortly after 
1 o'clock. One woman fainted and 
others were knocked down in the tu- 
mult. The bailiffs had to erect a 
wooden batrier across the door to 
keep the almost frenzied women from 
gaining access and those with tickets 
of admittance shortly after appeared 
inside with disheveled hair and cloth- 
ing awry. 
Rogers made another talk, in which 
he summed up the pointe of the trial 
and then gave place to the chief ac- 
tor, the man on whom attention had 
been mainly focused since the trial 
began. 
| Darrow slowly walked forward with 
his netes in his hand. He wore the 
gray suit that he had in the Me- 
Namara case. His hair was unkempt 
and he gave the appearance of a man 
who was trying to detach himeelf 
from the dual role of lawyer and al- 
leged criminal in order that he might 
present his argument more forcefully 
to the twelve men in the box. 

HIS ADDRESS. 

“This is a curious situation,” said 
Darrow his eyes wandering from juror 
to juror in a curious, peering sort of 
way until it lighted with satisfaction 
on one of the talesmen and remained 
there much of the time. 

“An experience like this never came 
to me before. I have noted the pa- 
tience with which you have listened 
to the evidence all these weeks and 
thus feel justified im talking to you 
briefly. .I am a defendant charged 
with a most serious crime.

ANGELENO KILLED AS) 
AN ELEPHANT POACHER. 


UT of the heart of Soudanese 
Africa has come at last the story 
of the passing of James Wood 

Rogers, Angeleno commission mer- 

chant, Klondike explorer and soldier 

of fortune. In the telling is unfold- 
ed a tale of daring adventure in al- 
leged elephant poaching and single- 
handed combat with a column of 

Soudanese soldiers, together with the 

discovery of the whereabouts of Rog- 

ers's former wife. . 

Several weeks ago The Times told 
of the fever of exploration and ad- 
venture which took Rogers te the 
Klondike; of his marriage to a loca! 
belle, who hastened to his side when 
he fell fll in the frozen North and 
nursed him back to health, and of 
his final complete disappearance. 
After many years Mrs. Rogers mar- 
ried and she too dropped from sight. 

E. P. Bryan of the firm of‘Bryan & 
Bradford, knew the Rogers's and had 
business rélations with them during 
their long residence in Los Angeles. 
As a resuit of The Times publication 
of the story the woman has been 
found in Oakland, the wife of W. H. 
Rardon, who lives at No. 1421 Market 
street, At her request Bryan set in 
motion official machinery to unravel 
the mystery of Rogers's disappear- 
ance. 

The story of Rogers's end comes 

through the Department of State at 
Washington and is embraced in a 
communication from F. Fuchs, vice- 
Governor-General at Bomo, Congo, to 
Ross J. Hazeltine, Vice-Consul-Gener- 
al for the United States at Bomo, and 
forwarded by him to the Secretary of 
State, and thence to Bryan. 
It appears fro e Bomo Governor 
that Rogers an is party had been 
poaching upon the elephant  pre- 
serves. “On October 5, 1911,” says 
the report, “a column of eighteen Sou- 
danese soldiers, commanded by a Eu- 
ropean officer, which had been sent 
in pursuit of elephant hunters coming 
from the Soudan, arrived at Chief Ma- 
tafa’s in Belgian territory.
